Lo open: to the view of this beneficent and humane 
fociety, the principles upon which the vital functions perform 
their offices, the caufes which deprive thofe fun@ions of their 
operation, and the means by which they may be reanimated, 
is the object of this difcourfe._ 


Axtuoueu I feel with concern, how unequal I am to the 
importance of the fubject, yet I rely upon my zeal for the pro- 
motion of this valuable inftitution, 1n pleading your candour 
and indulgence. 


KNowLepGE and humanity are the leading principles of 
well inftituted focieties, the darling boafts of civilized coun- 
tries, and the only bafes upon which wecan buildthat happinefs 
which is referved for the enjoyment of a cultivated people. 

ALTHOUGH 
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AvtTuoucu human nature be poffeifed of faculties capable 
of being exaited to the higheft pitch of knowledge and refine- 
ment, and although we reach them by. flow and impercepti-. 
ble gradations in moft inftances ; yet’ fearce one century and 
an half has elapfed fince this lind, of improvement was an: 
uncultivated defert, and the ravages of barbarity the zenith. 
to which its inhabitants afpired.. In the ‘civilized ftate: 
of Europe, when a celebrated anatomift:* advanced that there: 
was a circulating fluid neceffary for the fupport of life, the 
idea was ridiculed; fince.which time, the immortal Harvey: 
eftablifhed it as a truth, and not aman-from his day hath at-- 
tempted to controvert the fact. Until the eighteenth centu-- 
ry, it was thought impoffible, after accomplete fufpenfion of: 
the vital functions had once taken place, that a reftoration. 
- could be effected ; had'it been:attempted, it would have excited 
a {neer, and fsen confidered as a proof of folly. This hap 
py and enlightened age claims the honour of giving birth-to 
humane fogieties. By their eftablifament the pohihed world 
became poflefied of an invaluable gem, and the breafts. of thofe. 
of its members who have refcued the prifoners of death, have 
experienced-fenfations, the very idea of which the - powers of 
defcription are. too feeble to convey. 


Tue hiftory of the eftablifhment of humane affociations 
has been fully inveftigated in the ingenious difcourfes which 
you have before attended. I {hall only oblerve, that Amfter- 
dam firft lighted the torch, all Europe mingled in the flame ;

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andthe humane fons of this Commonwealth, animated bythe 
reports of European fuccefs, * have adopted the fyftem, and 
their continual exertions for improving it will be the means, 

I truft, of diffufing happinefs to thoufands, who would have 
wept at the confignment of their friends to the grave, and of 
calling tears of gratitude from fuch as would have been its 
victims. And pleafing is the reflection, that their direétions 
for fetting in motion the fufpended animal functions, may be 
as eafily followed by either of its members .as by the moft 
able Phyfician. | 


THE powers which fupport animation from the time-of our 
firft breathing, are heat, air, and moifture; the aétion of thefe 
powers, and all the phenomena of fenfe.and motion, depend up- 
on ftimulus. This {timulus is derived from the reciprocal action 
of the blood upon the lungs, and the lungs upon the blood ; 
and its operation is excited by the entrance of the blood in- 
to the heart. ‘To elucidate which, it is neceflary to give you 


a _defcription of that organ with its appendages. 
‘THE 


Since the eflablithment of the Royal Humane Society in London, to the year 1789, 
rewards have been paid in two thoufand and fifteen cafes, viz. 
Perfons refored to life, who had been drowned, or otherwife fuffocated Sao

‘In Liverpool, in the years. 1737, 1788, and 1489,.outot feventy perfonsapparently drown- 
ed, fixty feven were faved, in confequence of which the honorary medal was voted to Mr. 
AVilliam Wilfon, who aflifted in thefe accidents. [Reports of the Humane Society in London. 
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Tuer heart has two cavities called ventricles, within which 
are feveral elaftic chords, that arife from their flefhy portions, - 
and are attached to the valves of two receivers called auricles, 
which are fituated at the bafis of the heart. There alfo pafs 
out from the bafis of the heart two arteries, called pulmon- 
ary and great artery ; and fix veins, four pulmonary, and two 
venz cavee, each furnifhed with valves ; thofe belonging to 
the arteries for the purpofe of giving way to the paflage of 


_ the blood from the ventricles, and to refift its return; thofe of 


the veins to allow a paflage only tothe heart. The valves 
of the veins are conneéted with the elaftic chords. | There 
are two valves in the right ventricle, and twoin the left. 


Now the right ventricle being ftimulated by the impulfe of 
the blood, is excited to contract; the elaftic chords relaxing, 
and the valves clofing the opening into the auricle, every pafi- 
age is obftruéted, but the pulmonary artery, into which it en- 
ters, paties through the lungs, there undergoes certain changes 
and acquires certain properties, which are abfolutely effential 
forthe right preformance of its offices. After this contrac- 
tion the heart is relaxed and elongated. The chords at- 
tached to the valves between the auricle and ventricle, 
muft neceflarily draw inward the loofe membranes, of which 
they are formed, and the blood now, congetted 1 in the pul- 
monary veins, obtains a ready entrance into the left cavity of © 
the heart ; and this a¢tion takes place at the fame time that 
the artery of the lungs is filled. with blood, fo that both ven- 
tricles are filled and emptied together; and the-animal can no 
longer fubfitt than whilft this order is preferved, 

OF 
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Or all cafualties incident to the human race, (and againft 
the fatal effets of which, it is the duty of this fociety to 
guard) drowning is that which moft frequently calls for the 
affiftance, which it delighteth humanity to afford. It was the 
attempt made upon thofe apparently dead from this circum- 
{tance which firft proved fuccefsful. 


A varirty of hypothefes from time to time have been 
adduced, refpecting the caufe which fufpends the vital opera- 
~ tions whilft the body is immerfed. 


In the times of Galen this fufpenfion was thought toarife from 
large quantities of water,entering the different cavities of the bo- 
dy, and by their preffure, burfting fome of the moft important 
organs of life. But fince the knowledge of anatomy has becn 
more perfected, the aCtion of the water upon the lungs only, ful- 
ly accounts for all the phenomena attending it. Whether the 
water acts immediately upon the lungs by its preffure, or on- 
ly by preventing the admiffion of the frefh air, is ftill a dif- 
pute amongft Phyfiologifts. By diffection after drowning, 
the quantity of water found upon the lungs is very incon- 
fiderable, and totally infufficient to produce the changes 
which take place. From this we may infer that the exclu-. 
fion of the atmofpheric air from the lungs, is the caufe to 
which we muft attribute every effect arifing from fubmerfion. 


From this account of the circulation, and the agency of 
the air in promoting it, the manner in which fubmerfion be- 
B comes

comes fatal, is evidently deduced. For whether death enfueg 
from the admiffion of water into the lungs, or from the ex- 
clufion of the air by the circumambient water, the effect is 
the fame, i. e. the we are incapable of expanfion, and the 
blood in its courfe thro them is impeded. 


However deftructive the want of air may be to animal 
life in the adult ftate, and however fatal the fubmerfion in 
water, yet it is a curious fact, that in the feetal ftate life is 
maintained under both thefe circumftances, and the provi- 
fion of nature for fupporting it, is perhaps one of the moft 
aftonifhing difplays of fupreme wifdom, to be met with in 
the whole compafs of our exiftence. Whilft the child is de- 
pendant upon its mother for life, and nutrition, the blood 
by which it is fupported 1s received from the mother, by a 
veiri which carries it to the heart, a part of it is then fent 
from the right to the left auricle, through an opening in the 
partition of the heart ; and another part pafles through the 
artery of the lungs to the great artery, by a veffel which ferves 
that purpole only. Itis returned from the child, through 
two arteries ; thefe two veffels, with the vein which receives 
the blood from the mother, form the unibilical chord. Upon 
this chord depends its exiftence ; until it becomes an inhabit- 
ant of the epee. No fooner is. its tender fabric ex- 
pofed to that element, which is forever after to be its main 
fupport, than from its general property of rufhing where 
there is the leaft refiftance, the lungs being in a patlive ftate, 
and fufpended in a vacuum, are forced to yield to its preflure ; 
in confequence of which the lungs become expanded, and are 

brought

brought : into clofe contatt with the pleura, and diaphragm ; 
which connexion is maintained until feparated by difeafe. 


Tue air which has, perhaps, by this time imbibed fome 
noxious quality, fimilar to that of perfpiration, does by its 
preffure upon the lungs excite an uneafinefs, and when na- 
ture can no longer fupport it, the lungs which are in a {tate 
of expanfion contract, and expel the offending caufe ; which, 
if retained would have become fo rarefied by the heat of the 
blood, and have fo compreffed the veficles, that the contents — 
of the veins, would have become evacuated from the lungs, 
whilft they would be rendered incapable of receiving a fup- 
ply from the arteries. Hence, the left ventricle becomes emp- 
ty, the right infufficient to propel its contents, and fuffoca- 
tion takes place, 


Tuus we fee that an alternate infpiration, and expiration, 
(which compound aétion is called breathing) is indifpenfa- 
bly neceflary for the fupport of life. After it has once com- 
menced its operation, animal heat is dependant folely upon 
its continuance ; and we find, whilft the blood of fifhes, 
which do not breathe, are as cold as the element they inhabit, 
the blood of the whale kind, which have lungs, and refpire, 
is as warm as the human. | , 


WueEn the body is immerfed, and life juft bidding a laft 
adieu to its corporeal frame, it rifes to the furface, and makes 
an effort to infpire ; but from its debilitated ftate, and the 
{pafmodic conftriétion of the epiglottis, (which always takes 

| place) 
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place) it 1s incapacitated to perform that act ; fo that the 
air which is in the lungs, is continually paffing off ; and receiv- 
ing no fupply, they are brought into a completely collapfed 
{tate ; this renders them incapable of receiving blood from the 
arteries, whilft that from the veins is continuing to empty it-_ 
felf : Hence, it is deprived of that quality which itis neceflary 
for it to poffefs, in order to excite the contractions of the heart. 


Ir under thefe circumftances, the lungs beinflated, the refitt- 
ance to the entrance of the blood into the arteries will be 
removed ; and it will again enter, pats through them, receive 
its pabulum of life, a the heart again refume the edaes 
peculiar to its office. The application of warmth and dry- 
nefs to the body after immerfion, is the firft obje¢t to which 
we fhould attend ; and if the vital {park be not totally extin- 
guifhed, we have a chance to-recal its dormant powers to ac- : 
tion by thefe alone. Suffocation by hanging, by the fumes 
of coal, the confined air of wells and caverns which have 
been long fhut, and the damps of mines, is to be treated up- 
on the pendral plan of refufcitation, propofed in the fufpen- 
fion of the animal functions from drowning. 


Inrants at their birth are fometimes apparently deprived 
of life, If then heat be timely applied, the lungs mechani- 
cally inflated, and an effort be made to imitate refpiration, 
we fhall often have the pleafing fatisfaction of feeing them 
happily re{toredto the embraces of their fond parents.* And

* Tt has been proved, beyond a doubt, that in various inftances of apparent fudden 
death, and even in certain difeafes which feemingly carry off mankind, fufpenfion of the vi- 


tal powers may take place independent of the abfolute extinction of life: And it is now an

Jet us in every attempt to check departing life, be determined 


to perfevere until figns of recovery be apparent, or there is a 
certainty that the vital principle has forfaken its tenement. 


Erectriciry is faid, by the late Dr. Fothergill, to be the 
moft fpeedy and certain remedy in unfortunate accidents 
from lightning. _ He obferves that ‘electricity proves a moft 
ufeful remedy even for its own exceffles ; nor is the remark in- 
confiftent, feeing its effects may be greatly diverfified, accord- 
ing to the mode of applying it. ‘Thus, it may be caufed to 
pafs filently along a wire,'vifibly to fhorten or elongate it, 
or finally to diffolve it. ‘The fame circumftances are ap- 
parent in a variety of other inftances. A ftrong current of 
air extinguifhes the burning taper, whilft a gentler breeze 
rekindles it.” “We alfo know from aétual experiment, when 
the limbs have become chilled, and completely deprived of 
fenfation, that no remedy is fo effectual as the application of 
{now or ice. = 


To reftore the deranged organs of motion to the fune- 
tions affigned them, recourfe is often had to bleeding, emet- 
ics, fufpending the body by the feet, and rolling it upon a 
cafk ; all which, inftead of reftoring circulation to the fluids, 
will deny the little remnant of life the advantages which 
more modern practice has offered for its relief. 
we BLEEDING 


eftablifhed-maxim that the coldnefs of the body, the frigidity of the limbs, and the total 
abolition of the external fenfes, are very dubious and fallacious figns of death. It is not 
then to be wondered at, that in all ages the abfurd and pernicious cuftom of laying out 
the bodies of perfons fuppofed to be dead, as foon as refpiration ceafes, fhould have ccca- 
fioned the premature diffolution of great numbers of the human race.”

"Brpepine deprives us of the mott i important point which 
it is our objeét to promote, viz. irritability ; and when fymp- 
toms of recovery are apparent, if we diminifh this power it 
will always prove injurious and fometimes fatal. Emetics 
will remain in a perfectly ina¢tive ftate during the fufpenfion 
of irritability, and whenever the ftomach becomes capable of 
being irritated, then they produce their ordinary effects, fick~ 
ne({s, debility, and fainting. Bliftering and {carifying, upon the 
fame principles, can have no effect until an excitement be 
procured ; confequently are ufelefs, and ill timed applications. 
Sufpending the body by the. feet, and every means by 
a which it is violently agitated, will, in its torpid, and defence- 
*  efs ftate, totally derange the contents of both cavities, and 
the preffure of one part upon the other, if there be the fmall- 
eft circulation, will totally obftruct it, and produce the very 
effe€t we are endeavouring to efcape,

HEREAS it is the duty of government at all times, to countenance and fupport its ci~ 

 tizens, in their-exertions for alleviating the diftreffes of their fellow-men: And whereas 

divers perfons have petitioned this Court, for an a&t of incorporation, whereby they may more 
effectually carry into execution, their benevolent defigns ; 


Be it therefore enatted by the Senate and Houje of Reprefentatives in General Court affem- 
bled, and by the authority of the fame, That the Hon. Thomas Ruffeli, E{q. Fonathan 
Majon, Efq. Fohn Warren, M.D. Rev. Simeon Howard, D. D. Rev. Samuel Parker, 
D. D. Fohn Avery, jun, Efg. Rev. Fohn Lathrop, D. D. Rev. Peter Thacher, Rev. 
Fohn Clark, Doétor Thomas Welfh, Aaron Dexter, M. D. and Mr. Nathaniel Balch, 
together with all thofe who now are, and fuch others who fhall become members 
thereof, be, and they are hereby erefted into, and made a body politic corporate 
forever, by the name of the Humane Socrery of the Commonwealth of Maffa- 
chufetis. And

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‘eRe be 42 further enadled by the authority aforefad, That the faid Corporation are 
hereby declared and made capable in law, of having, holding, purchafing and tak- 
ing in fee- -fimple, or any lefs eftate, by gift, grant, devife or otherwife, any lands, 
tenements or other eftate, real and perfonal ; 3 (provided that the annual income of 
{aid real and perfonal eftate, thall not exceed the fum of four thoufand pounds jm 
and alfo to fell, alien, devife or difpofe of the fame eftate, real and perfonal, not 
ufing the fame in trade or commerce.

The INSTITUTION of the HUMANE SOCIETY of the Coie

<Beois a variety of faithful experiments, and inconteftable faéts, it is now 
tonfidered as an eftablifhed truth, that the total fufpenfion of the vital funétions in 
the animal body is by no méans inconipatible with life, and confequently the 
marks of apparent death may fubfift without any neceflary implication of ani ab<- 
folute extinétion of the animating principle; The boundary line between life 
atid death, or the diftinguifhing fiens of the latter, are obje@s to which the utnioft 
efforts of the human capacity have never y et attained. Nor can we, with any degree 
of,certainty, pronounce that an animal is dead, until the mo{t undguivecal proofs 
of putrefaétion, have beén furnifhed: From thefe faGs it inlghe reafonably be 
expe€ted, that were propér nieafures to be adopted, efpecially im cafes peculiarly 
doubtful, we might frequently be enabled to reftoré to full life, and the enjoy- 
ment of it, a beloved friend, or a valuable member of fociety. And indeed nu- 
merous fuccefsful inflanées might be adduced in the cafes of perfons, who would 
in a few hours have been configned to an untimely grave; and perhaps have {uf 
fered all the horrors of inevitable death, attended with 2 confcioufnefs of their 
own terrible fituation. It is not, Rowccen to be underftood, that any ‘procefs di- 
reéted to the above mentioned purpofe can be equally applicable to all cafes: 
for as the attempt muft prefuppote an entire flate of the vital organs, it is obvious 
that thofe apparent deaths which are confequent upon difeafe, afford in gen- 


reraly little or no encouragement for fuch attempts. But in moft cafes of fudden 
| death,

' death, the vital organs appear to have fuftained but a very flight injury, and only 
require a feafonable excitement of the heart to renew their aétion, 


Tue exquifite feelings attendant on the unexpected reftoration of an affeétion- 
ate friend, or an indulgent parent, a dutiful child, or an intimate companion of 
our bofoms, after having been fuddenly torn from us, and, in imagination, num«

Uron thefe confiderations Societies have been formhed in various parts of Eu- 
rope, for promoting attempts to recover peérfons from apparent death, ef{pecially in 
cafes of fuffocation and drowning. The Humane Soctety eftablifhed in Great 
Britain, in 1770, has been very fuccefsful. Within ten years from its inftitution, 

out of 1304 perfons appearently dead, from drowning, 7G0 have been reftored to’ 
their friends and country ; Many of them, no daub, ufeful and valuable men, 
For an inftitution of this nature a confiderable fund is neceflary, and many oc- 
cafional expenfes will unavoidably occur. The caufeof humanity, however, deferves 
every encouragement, And to promotethat caufe it 1s tobe hoped the benevolent will 
liberally fubfcribe. For thefe falutary purpofes the Legiflature of this Common- 
wealth, by their aét paffed the laft feflion, have been pleafed to incorporate a So. 
ciety, by the name of the Humane Socixry of the Commonwealth of Maffachufetts, 
with ample powers ; andthe following regulations and arrangements are fubmi ited, 
By the fociety, to the infpection of the public.

METHODS of TREAT M ENT to be ufed with Perfons silil 
rently Dead from Drowning. 


THOUGH the following methods are chiefly adapted to cafes of apparent death 
fromdrowning, yet the Society think it proper to obferve, that moft of ' the ineans 
of reftoration herein recommended are applicable to a confiderable variety of 
other cafes, fuch as hanging, convulfion fits, fuffocation by damps, or noxious 
vapours, the confined air of wells, cifterns, caves, or the muft of fermenting 
liquorsi-The Society have in fome of the more effential articlés of treatment, 
followed the recommendations of Foreign Societies of a fimilar nature ; they 
have however endeavoured to render them more conformable to the particular 
circumftances of this country,

Tue unfortunate perfon 1 istobe conveyed carefully to the neareft houfe : Ky or 
this purpofe the head is to be raifed a little, as in bed, and the body fhould be 
earried in a natural and eafy pofture.

Tue fybjeé is to be immediately tripped, and laid on a warm bed, and the

Tue methods which have been fo fully recommended, are to be made ule of 
with vigour for feveral hours, although no favourable circumftances fhould arife ; 
for it isa vulgar and dangerous opinion, to fuppofe that perfons are ir recoverable, 
becaufe life does not foon make its appearance ; and upon this opinion, an im- 
menfe nuimber of the feemingly dead, have been committed to the grave; who 
might have been ResToRED TO LiF, by refolution and perfeverance i in the spe of

Dr. WILKINS’S Letter io. the HuMANE SOCIETY. 
CENTLEMEN, 


ERMIT me to lay before you the following remarkable cafe, asa token of 
my high re{peét and efteem for your benevolent inftitution, 


Joun Moutron, of eighteen years of age, attended the fulling mill bufinefs 
in Stratham in the {tate of Newhampfhire. He went down to the millon the 
morning of the 28th of September, 1789, 1 in order to put the works in motion, 
Ww which’ he effected by elevating a water gate. ae being a great head of water 

at

‘at that time, the wheel was carried round with rapidity. He had oceafion to 
cleanfe a bafket, in which was defigned to fhave fuftick ; and accordingly went | 
to the fluice way before the wheel, and put the bafket in, fo that the water fud-. 
denly filling its cavity, pulled him forward with fuch violence, that he could not 
recover the equilibrium of his body : He found himfelf falling, and extending 
his arm for relief, the firft objeé it met with, was one of the floats, which whirled 
him under the wheel in a moment. One of the floats catched him between the 
os illium and fhort ribs, and wedged him under fo faft, that the wheel was ftopped, 

while the element of water overflowed, and furrounded him on either hand. In 

this fituation he continued, ’till the proprietor of the mill (Major Barker) return- 
ing from the fouth part of the town, went down as ufual to attend his bufinefs: 

He immediately obferved. that the wheel was ftill, while the gate was up at its 
full height, and the water rufhing upon it with the ereateft velocity : He fearch- 
ed for the caufe ; but found none, ’till with difficulty having fhut the gate near 
half way, and looking under the wheel, he faw the young man’s leg lying overt 

the fluice board : He flew to his relief ; but could net help him by reafon of the 
preflure of the water, and weight of the wheel. He then went aloft, and cried 

aloud for help; when one Shnon Pottle, hearing the voice as he was pafling that — 
way, afforded his affiftance, butin vain. Binding more help necellary, faid Pots 
tle went to the diftance of forty, , OF fifty rods, ahd procured twomen, viz. David 
Barker, and Caleb Wiggins, iio taking with chend levers and axes, went down, 
cut away, pryed the wheel up, and took the young man out: They examined, 

and found him breathlefs, adtd and contraéted. Whilethey were endeavouring 
to effect his relief from the water and wheel, I was fent for in great hafte, and 
arrived there before they had taken off his wet clothes : He was carried into a 
fpacious room, laid on a bed, and placed ina convenient pofture for exami- 
nation. There wasa total privation of refpiration, and a ftagnation of the blood, 

and, as far as we could obferve, the heart lay dormant. All the vital organs were 
motionlefs, with an extreme mufcular rigidity and coldnefs. 1 was refolved to try 
the methods prefcribed, and recommended by the Humane Society at Bofton, for 
recovering dfowned perfons ; being of the opinion, that he was'in‘a ftate of fuf- 
focation. He was accordingly laid in an horizontal pofition, and fometimes gently 
turned upon his fides : Friétions were ufed, and his naked body covered with 
warm fl4nnels, frequently applied ; volatiles Lat camphorated {pirits, were applied 
to the fpine of his back, and temporal mufcles, with inje€tions of tobacco {moke. 
Thefe operations were continued ong hour and a quarter, when there appeared a 
vifible glow on his face ; a tremor foon pervaded his whole fyftem, which was 
followed by tremendous groans and {fpafms for twenty minutes : When his blood 
began to circulate, phlebotomy was performed, and medicines given agreeable to

the indications of the eles In ihnes hours ‘he fo far recovered as to be able to 
give an account of his falling into the water. 1 faw hition the e4th July, 1790, 


then he enjoyed fine health, and purlued his bufinefs with eafe and alacrity, 


It was the united opinion of: a number of judicious perfons, that Moulton lay 
under the water and wheel, one. hour, at a moderate computation. One circum- 
cumftance in fupport of their opinion was ; that the young man’s hat, which un- 
doubtedly fell from his head, when he was caught under the wheel, was taken 
up feveral rods from the mill by a man paffing over the ftream: Who not think- - 
ing that there was any body in the mill, in diftrefs, went on, and by eftimation, 
muft have been gone at leait one hour before his return, which was before I be- 
gan my operations,

ing furgeon was called, who ordered | ner in. hot flannel, and: conftant, fri@ion: 
1 was then fent for, and vifited the child. She had been ¢ out. of water forty min- 
utes. I found her in the moft extreme apparent diftrefs that was poflible to be 
borne, probably arifing fromthe very acrid ftate of the water, in which fhe had been 
immerfed. I direéted glifters, confifting of an infufion of tobacco and caftor-oil,- 
immediately to be given; a large poultice of warm onions applied over the wholé 
extent of the ftomach and bowels, ftimulating poultices to the foles of the- feet, 
continued friction, and as foon as the fpafms upon the lungs and throat, were fo 
quieted, that {he was capable of {wallowing, repeated dofes of tartar emetic ; all: 
which were for the purpofe of adding force and vigour to the vefiels, that they 
might be enabled to unload the crowded lungs ; a frequent repetition of glifters: 
procured a plentiful difcharge from the bowels; the bladder emptied its contents ; 
and a copious perfpiration took place ; which evacuations gave her very evident 
relief, although there was yet mo appearance of fenfe. Shelay without alteration 
from her prefent flate three hours, when a dofe of ipecac. was given, and the {to- 
mack and bowels threw forth their food totally unaltered from the ftate they 
received it. (This fhewed an entire fufpenfion of the digeftive, as well as fenfitive 
faculties.) After thefe difcharges fhe gained her fenfes in part, though not com- 
pletely till morning, which was fixteen hours from the time I firft fae her, when 
fhe awoke, and has fince continued perfe@lly well.

It was then rolled ona barrel feyeral times, but not more than a min- 
ute.at-a time; a quantity of water was difcharged from the mouth and nofe ; at 
firft it was clear, but afterwards of a yellowifh colour; in about’ half an hour, the’ 
body was. conveyed tothe neareft houfe, at about fifty ‘rods diftance $ it wasthen put 
into a warm bed, covered and rubbed with warm woollen cloths. In’ about an 
hour Mr. Starr, a young gentleman who ftudies with Dottor Spring; was there ; 
with a common fmoking pipe he threw up the fundament the {moke of tebacco, 
endeavoured to bleed him in the arm; it bled very little, and continued rubbing 
with warm cloths, In about, but I fuppofe rather exceeding; two hours, I was prefent ; 
I endeavoured to inflate the lungs, by blowing into the mouth, and at the fame 
time comprefiing the nofe, and raifed the thorax divers times. I had the fhirt 
taken off, which was a little damp ;_ - a heali hy perfon; undreffed himfelf, got 
into bed and clafped the body in his arms for half an hourt.

At the Semiannual Meeting of the SOCIETY on the fecond Tuefday im June, 1792, the 
following LET TER, from the Prestpent of the Natronat AssEMBLY of 
France, was commun: cated by M. pe u' Eromar, their Confule 


Paris, November qth, 1791. 


Ts National Affembly, to whom I Guee imparted the letter which you 
direfted to me, has given deferved applaufe to the behaviour of M. Durvurour, 
and has defired me to teftify to him their fatisfation thereupon, and to forward 
to him the honourable medal, which has been decreed for. him by the Humane 
SOCIETY of Maflachufetts. | 
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“fue National Affembly, at the fame time, dire&ed me to write to you, and to 
exprefs how fenfible they are to the earneft care taken by that Society to reward, 
in fo flattering a manner, a French citizen. The happy revolution which has 
been effeéted in this empire, will draw more clofely thofe ties which had als 
ready united the American and French nations: Thus linked together, in {pite 
of the diftance which feparates them, they will have but one and the fame fpirit, 

-and will be in no competition but in thofe virtues, which the love of liberty and 
patriotifm infpire. The whole world will be folicitous to pay a juft homage to 
the benevolent citizens, who; impelled by the generous ardour of rendering them- 
felves ufeful to their fellowmen, have formed an affociation under the fublime ti- 
tle of the Humane Society of Massacnusetrts—initituted to relieve the un- . 
fortunate, and to reward thofe who imitate its noble intention. 


Tue Reprefentatives of the French nation, do folemnly undertake, in the name 
of their conftituents, the fame engagement ; andthewhole nation, free hereafter 
from the yoke which reftrained its native benevolence, will form one philanthropic 
fociety, which will keep up, with that of Maffachufetts, a happy intercourfe of 
virtues and fraternal regard, which no other interefts will ever be-able to inter- 
rupt. This is the vote of the National Affembly, and you, Sir, are requelted, by 
them, to communicate thefe fentiments tothe Humane Society of Maflachufetts.

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SUMMARY of the METHOD of TREATMENT, to be “fea 
qvith Persons apparently Dead from DRo WNING. 


CONVEY the perfon to the neareft convenient houfe, 
with his head raifed ;—ftrip and dry him as quick as poffible; 
clean the mouth and noftrils from froth or mud—if a child, 
let him be placed between two perfons naked,in a hot bed— 
if an adult, lay him ona hot blankct or bed, and in cold 
‘weather neara fire—in warm weather, the air fhould be 
frecly admitted into the room.—The body is next to be gent- 
Jy rubbed with warm woollen cloths {prinkled with fpirits, if 
at hand, otherwife dry ;—a heated warming pan may be now 
lightly moved over the back, properly covered with a blank- 
et—and the body, if of a child, is to be gently fhook every 
few minutes !—Whilft thefe means are ufing, one or two af. 
ppiane are to be employed in blowing. up ae {moke 

into 
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ae 
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into the fundament, with the inftrument provided for’ the 

purpofe, or a tobacco pipe, if that cannot be had—the bowl 
filled with tobacco, and properly lighted, being covered with 
a handkerchief, or piece of linen, fo as to defend the mouth 
of the affiftant in blowing ; bathe the breaft with hot rum, 
and perfift in the ufe of thefe means for feveral hours. If 
no figns of life fhould then appear, let the body be kept warm 
feveral hours longer, with hot bricks, or veflels of hot water, 
applied to the palms of the hands, and foles of the feet, and 


this for a longer or fhorter time, as the circumtances ‘of the 
cafe may dictate, 
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
